Specifically prior art of record fails 
to teach or suggest the limitations of "interactive user interface means for manually 
typing at least one specified variable that is an intended use of a first key into at least 
one input field of a plurality of input fields to narrow the number of key blanks that match 
the intended use and matching a key blank through comparison of known values in 
response to the specified variable manually typed into the interactive user interface 
means."
